At  a  meeting  of  the  State  Dairy,  Food  and  Oil  Commission,  held  at  Twin 
Falls,  Ida.,  June  22nd,  1906,  it  was  decided  to  issue  a  bulletin  giving  the  re- 
sults of  the  examination  of  all  food  products  examined  since  the  installment 
of  Prof.  S.  R.  Macy  as  State  Chemist,  August  1st,  1905.  Other  bulletins  will 
be  issued  from  time  to  time  as  determined  by  the  Board.  Bulletins  will  be 
sent  upon  request.    Address  A.  F.  Hitt,  Food  Commissioner,  Boise,  Idaho. 

In  making  the  collection  of  samples  for  examination,  I  have  chosen  such 
samples  as  I  thought  were  most  likely  to  contain  ingredients,  which,  by  their 
continued  use  are  harmful  to  the  consumer,  and  therefore  illegal,  except  in 
the  Hst  of  tomato  catsups,  in  which,  I  aimed  to  collect  a  sample  of  each  brand 
found  on  the  market ;  however,  there  are  more  brands  to  be  collected.  One- 
tenth  of  one  per  cent  (1-10  of  1  per  cent)  of  benzoate  of  soda  is  allowed 
(by  ruling  of  the  State  Board)  in  tomato  catsup,  but  it  is  not  allowed  in  any 
other  condiment  or  food  product ;  salicylic,  boracic  and  benzoic  acids  or  their 
salts  are  illegal.— COMAIISSIONER.
